All last fall, all last winter, in­ 
surgents talked of a great offen­ 
sive to end the Spanish war. 
A 
m onth ago it began. This week it 
severed the last artery in the neck 
.of land linking Barcelona, 
the 
•apital, to the main body of loyal­ 
ist territory. 
And Generalissimo Franco an­ 
nounced the war was nearly over. 
Tortosa was the first northeast­ 
ern coastal town touched. Almost 
simultaneously, the inland city of 
Lerida fell. 
Beyond 
it, 
power 
plants serving much of Catalonia 
were 
attacked. 
The 
warriors 
were bound for Barcelona. 
And, possibly to show th at not 
all of Franco’s power was concen­ 
trated in 
Catalonia, 
insurgents 
again suddenly shelled 
Madrid, 
the form er capital. 
Falling like 
gusty hail, thousands 
of 
shells 
scattered 
surprised 
Madrilenos, 
killed 50, injured 200. 
Then, IOO miles southwest 
of 
Madrid, ithe loyalists made a sur­ 
prise attack— and reported their 
men were advancing. 
Government Reorganization 
Of 5,000 loyalists who fled 
to 
France last week, only 258 chose 
to be put in 
insurgent 
territory 
when shipped back to Spain. This 
week, as the insurgent lunge into 
Catalonia continued, the French 
feared 100,000 Spaniards would 
flee across the frontier. 
But loyalist “suicide 
squads’’ 
battled the insurgents fiercely at 
Tortosa and reinforcements were 
massed behind rocky barriers to 
defend Barcelona. 
In the endangered capital sim­ 
ultaneously, 
Prem ier 
Negrin 
shook up his 
cabinet, 
drooping 
one of his two communist minis­ 
ters, and ousting “Strong 
Man” 
Indalecio Prieto in order to make 
himself w ar minister. 
His 
government 
then 
called 
again to France and Britain 
to 
halt “ the appalling and danger­ 
ous injustice” of their non-inter­ 
vention policy. 
‘Undertaker* Chamberlain 
French Prem ier Blum had his 
hands full. (See “France: ‘Fight 
For L ife’.” ) 
As for British Prim e 
M inister Chamberlain: 
In parliam ent, 
a

cried, “Liberty in Europe is be-, 
lug murdered.

Duce was willing to withdraw 
his soldiers from Spain when 
the w ar is over— but not until 
then.

W ashington, April 9. (>P)— An

Instead, they looked for a fair­ 
ly quick adjournm ent, to be fol­ 
lowed by a tremendous, 
nation­ 
wide struggle between the presi­ 
dent and his critics In the 1938 
political campaigns. It was con­ 
sidered certain that the president 
would carry the fight for his poli­ 
cies to the voters, perhaps by a 
long stum ping tour. 


No H aiti Feelings 
Mr. Roosevelt’s first official re­ 
action to the trem endous blow the 
house dealt his program by defeat 
of the reorganization 
bill 
last 
night was a letter declaring there 
should be no “personal recrimina­ 
tion’’ over the bitter fight. 
He sent the following letter to

Rayburn

It was believed by some observ­ 
ers that the last paragraph was an 
effort to avert any widening of the 
Democratic party breach.

Hitler Asks Austrians 
To Back “Will Of God” 


(By The Awociatad Pre**) 
Vienna, April 9— Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler tonight justified his 
whirlwind annexation of 
Austria 
by declaring it was “the "will 
of 
God” and pleaded for 50,000,- 
000 voters to endorse the creation 
of the greater Germany in tomor­ 
row’s plebiscite. 
Addressing 30,000 wildly cheer­ 
ing followers in 
the 
Northwest 
Railway station in the final ap­ 
peal of the plebiscite campaign, 
the 
Austrlan-oorn 
H itler 
ex­ 
claimed: 
“I believe it was the will of God 
to send this little boy to Germany 
to make him Fuehrer of the Reich 
and to bring Austria 
back 
to 
Germany.”

Borah Proposal Addsd 
A surprise 84 to 33 vote In the 
senate inserted In the bill a pro­ 
posal by Senator Borah (R-Idaho) 
to make interest on future Issues 
of government securities subject to 
federal income taxes. This interest 
now is exempt. 
The Borah proposal was opposed 
by 
Chairman 
Harrison 
(D-Misa) 
and Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
the administration leader. Removal 
of the tax exemption, Barkley con­ 
tinued, would bring no net revenue 
to the government, because higher 
interest would have to be paid on 
federal issues. 
Informed tax authorities said the 
Borah proposal probably would be 
stricken out by the conference com­ 
mittee. 
The senate rejected the often- 
offered proposals of Senator La- 
Follette (Prog-Wls) to broaden the 
income tax base and increase su r­ 
tax rates on individual incomes. 
The base broadening proposal, 
which would have cut exemptions 
from 62,500 to $2,000 for married 
persons and from $1,000 to $800 for 
single individuals, was killed on an 
oral vote. 
The tally against higher surtaxes 
was 44 to 33. 
Chances Improved 
Earlier, the chamber killed, 63 
to 24, a proposal by Senator Pope

W allington, April IO.— Some tim e ago, 
at W arm Springs, there was a strictly offi­ 
cial unofficial announcement 
th at 
the 
Mexican government would only be asked

ciation value” for all expropriated Amer­ 
ican properties. 
Now that 
the negotia­ 
tions with Mexico are past the fa«e-mak- 
ing and in the haggling stage, it is 
pos­ 
sible to assay the meaning of the presi­ 
dential intim ation. 
And careful check­ 
ing reveals th at it means ju st 
w hat 
it 
seems to, with no m ore than 
the 
usual 
dram atic grain of exaggeration. 
If the principle of “fair investm ent less 
depreciation” valuation is adhered to, it 
is not too excitable to say th at the Warm 
Springs announcem ent was the most im­ 
portant single American move in foreign 
affairs in the last year. 
The reason for its im portance is simple. 
Most 
foreign 
investm ents, 
particularly 
American foreign investments, which are 
concentrated in such properties 
as 
oil, 
miles, utilities and the like, 
are 
highly 
speculative in nature. 
As in oil prospect­ 
ing particularly, money is put into a prop­ 
erty at a venture. 
If it is lost, well and 
good. If a strike is made, the value of the 
property is likely to be 
a 
thousandfold 
above the original investment. 
But the presidential intim ation 
from 
W arm Springs means, at its face 
value, 
th at the speculative increm ent above th e- 
original investm ent in prospecting righty! 
and machinery will not be taken into ac­ 
count. 
The state departm ent, which 
al­ 
ways tends to bleach the color from the 
President’s words, explains carefully th at 
the W arm Springs statem ent is not to be 
taken too literally, th a t “we simply won’t 
accept the exaggerated claims of our n at­ 
ionals a t their face.” 
But, sim ultaneous­ 
ly, it is adm itted th a t the W arm Springs 
statem ent accurately sets forth th e prin­ 
ciple th at will be used. 
And if 
th e 
principle 
is 
applied 
in 
Mexico, it autom atically becomes 
appli­ 
cable to American properties everywhere 
else. 
Precedents are precedents in inter­ 
national squabbles. 
Thus, the basic value 
of all American foreign investm ents 
is 
cut to the sum of the original fair invest­ 
ment less depreciation. 
The 
departure 
(rom the notions of old dollar diplomacy 
could hardly be m ore violent. 
The state departm ent and the President 
are willing to m ake so immense and 
re­ 
percussive a concession in dealing 
with 
Mexico because they 
believe 
the 
good 
neighbor policy m ust be preserved at all 
costs. 
Any action like the recent British 
insistence on th e return 
of expropriated 
oil lands threatens the good neighbor pol­ 
icy. 
So does too greedy an attitude in th e 
haggling with the Mexicans. 
Of course, th e reason why it is desired 
iii preserve th e good neighbor policy at 
all cotta is th e fear of the cleverest men in 
the state departm ent, from Secretary Cor­ 
dell Hull 
and 
undersecretary 
Sumner 
W elles down, of Fascist economic 
pene­ 
tration in South America. 
The foresight 
and good sense of Mr. Welles were origin­ 
ally responsible for recognition in W ash­ 
ington of the danger of Italo-German 
in­ 
fluence to the South. Now that the danger 
is well understood, it is sensibly felt th at 
alm ost any sacrifice is w orth m aking to 
preserve the only American weapon, the 
good neighbor feeling, which 
can 
ward 
the danger off.

Washington, D. C., April 9— 
In order to avoid collusion in bid­ 
ding, forestall monopoly, and re­ 
duce freight costs, the Federal 
Government has specified that all 
future Federal construction proj­ 
ects in Escanaba and Delta Coun­ 
ty must include use of- Northern 
Michigan (north of Muskegon) 
cement. 
This is the forerunner of a nat- 
tlonal plan, it is reported, where­ 
by contractors

projects, relief or otherwise, will 
obtain their major materials from

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serious refugee problem already, 
and the events of the last weeks, 
and the probable events of th e im­ 
m ediate future, have accelerated, 
and will augm ent it. And th e fact 
is th a t there is no 
international 
mechanism that even attem pts to 
deal with it as a whole, and

a political, rather than a hum ani­ 
tarian problem. 
T he activities of 
th e 
Nansen 
Committee, which unless renew ­ 
ed next month expires at the end 
of th e year, are limited and in no 
wise cover the problems of 
new 
political emigrants. The office of 
the High Commissioner for

fugees coming from Germany also 
expires unless renewed, and also 
has strictly limited authority. 


It has been estimated th a t the 
application of the Nuremberg ra ­ 
cial laws in Austria will 
affect 
nearly a million persons, or 
al­ 
most one-sixth of the population 
of th a t country, whose livelihoods 
thereby will be drastically affect­ 
ed. 
And the steps that Germany 
has already taken since the 
an­ 
nexation of Austria indicate that 
many monarchists, Catholics and 
persons of other groups will 
at 
least try to find refuge elsewhere. 
The outcome of the 
w ar 
in 
Spain will also create a new re­ 
fugee problem, inevitably, which­ 
ever way the die is cast. 
•

• 
The immediate popular response 
to the President’s appeal to all 
countries to join in a movement 
to deal with the 
problem, 
indi- 
?ates th a t in some quarters 
his 
move has 
been 
misunderstood. 
There is a strong fear in all the 
countries still open to emigration, 
that th e barriers will be let down, 
and they will be flooded with new­ 
comers a t a tim e when m any 
of 
their own citizens are unemploy­ 
ed. 
Actually what 
prompted 
the 
President was, no doubt, a keen 
sense of 
self-preservation. 
The 
world, as it is, in a place of 
un­ 
rest and agitation, with desperate 
people taking desperate measures 
In th e attem pt merely to survive, 
and millions of people w andering 
more or less aimlessly, and bat­ 
tering at every conceivable door, 
being passed 
from 
frontier 
to 
frontier, will certainly do nothing 
to help restore world order. 
Nor can any democratic coun 
try wash its hands of the 
prob 
lem, if it wishes to retain its own 
soul. The spectacle of acute h u ­ 
man suffering, arbitrarily impos­ 
ed, incurred by thousands in de 
Tense of tho very ideals which are 
the ones we are supposed to live 
by, cannot 
be 
regarded 
with 
equanimity or indifference, unless 
we are prepared to admit that the 
ideas no longer have validity. A 
defeatist attitude toward the re­ 
fugee problem becomes a defeat­ 
ist attitude toward democracy it­ 
self.

Obviously what is needed is a 
program aud efficient 
organiza­ 
tion, to deal with the whole m at­ 
ter diplomatically and politically, 
to coordinate and better 
direct 
the private hum anitarian agencies 
already in the field, and to handle 
the whole problem on an internat­ 
ional basis. That means an insti­ 
tution with sufficient prestige and 
authority to act as a 
diplomatic 
agency, 
between 
the 
countries 
which are enforcing 
emigration, 
and those countries which would 
accept immigrants, providing that 
the conditions under which they 
enter are such that they could be­ 
come economic assets rather than 
liabilities.

Several experts who have had, 
experience in dealing with 
the 
transfer of emigrants and capital 
from Germany to other countries, 
believe that it is not impossible to 
reach some sort of 
compromise 
with the German government, u n­ 
der which the capital of 
German 
and other Jews, now blocked 
in 
Germany, and still amounting 
to 
millions, may be used to finance 
equipment for colonization 
proj­ 
ects. This might actually bo to the 
economic advantage of 
Germany, 
as well as to the economic advan­ 
tage of the 
emigrants 
and 
the 
countries to which they may go.

Greater selectivity is also neces­ 
sary. .Most 
countries, 
including 
our own, could take with advan­ 
tage certain kinds of workers. To 
an extent, also, the 
problem 
is 
one of re-training. Some of 
that 
has already been done, particular­ 
ly with Jewish emigrants to Pal­ 
estine. 
But there are many sorts 
of 
skills for which there is actually 
a demand, that require

siderable intellectual training,

are better or more speedily

W eather during the past few 
days has been favorable for dry­ 
ing up the ground cover and fires 
spread rapidly, especially with the 
high winds which have been ex­ 
perienced lately. 
It is absolutely 
necessary that persons have per­ 
mits before doing burning of any 
kind. 
No More W arnings 
'There 
are 
going 
to be no 
warnings this year,” Farwell said 
yesterday. 
“Everyone — young­ 
ster or adult— caught setting an 
unguarded fire w ill immediately 
be brought before the authorities. 
‘If present weather maintains, 
the 
grass, 
brush 
and 
second- 
growth timber will dry out rapid­ 
ly and the menace of grass and 
forest fires may be greater this 
year than last. 
W e have instruc­ 
tions to tighten up all along the 
line, and we are going to do it.” 
Motorists of the state w ill be 
given 
prominent 
notice of the 
boundaries of the forest fire zones 
this year. 
Seventy signs, l l feet high and 
14 feet wide, will be placed at key 
highway intersections leading in­ 
to the forest fire regions. 
The 
signs are larger than those pro­ 
vided last year, In recognition of 
present-day 
automobile 
speeds 
which, 
ordinarily, 
allow only a 
“flash” for reading. 
In eight inch letters the sig n / 
will state: “Entering Fire Zone,” 
and directly below, also in eight 
inch 
letters, 
“Keep 
Michigan 
Green.” 
Beneath these two cap­ 


tions, in smaller type, 
will 
be 
“Conservation Department,” and 
the lettering will appear on both 
sides of the sign.
